RG-400 is similar to RG-58 with teflon dielectric and double 
silver-plated shields. It is nearly identical to RG-142, except with a 
stranded center conductor instead of copperweld. Smaller teflon cables 
include RG-178, RG-179 and RG-316. I recall that 178 and 179 are 
fairly close in diameter to 174, but I don't have the dimensions. 316 
is somewhat larger than 174.
